Sierra Madreans and other 
foothill area residents are 
up in arms about the possi¬ 
bility of a prison being con¬ 
structed in the Owl Landfill 
in Irwindale, at the corner of 
Myrtle and Loagden Avenues, 
located in the supervisorial 
First District. 

To advertise their unhappi¬ 
ness they are writing personal 
letters to the director of the 
Dept, of Corrections in Sacra¬ 
mento and are circulating 
petitions exclaiming their 
displeasure at the possibility. 

First District Supervisor 
Pete Schabarum is receiving 
the opposition letters and 
has answered those protestors. 

The Owl Landfill is only 
one of the five areas being 
reviewed for the POO-bed 
prison. Others are: Second 
Di.strict, the Johns-Mansville 
Manufacturing Plant site in 
Carson; Third District, the 
site of the Cheii Air Force 
Ba.se in Bell; Fourth District, 
a vacant parcel on Terminal 
Island in San Pedro; Fifth 
District, the Kentucky Springs 
Park site near Palmdale. 

Offices of Second District 
Supervisor Kenny Hahn and 
Third District Supervisor 
Ed Edelman asked for a two- 
week continuance Tuesday 
morning so that the scheduled 
agenda item was not taken 
up by the supervisors as was 


earlier scheduled. Edelman 
is in Europe on an L.A. 
County Transportation Com¬ 
mission study concerning 
Metro Rail, according to a 
spokesperson in his office 
and therefore would like to 
do more research before 
making any decisions. 

Sherman and Karen Stearns 
at 37 W. Sierra Madre Blvd., 
Sierra Madre, have petitions 
for signing, if anyone is in¬ 
terested. 

They also urge people to 
write George F. Denton, di¬ 
rector of the Dept, of Correc¬ 
tions, 630 “K” St., P.O. 
Box 714, Sacramento, CA 
J38I4, to tell Denton that the 
Owl Landfill is not an accept¬ 
able site for a state prison. 

According to Stearns, 
those letters should be re¬ 
ceived by Denton by June 
6 , so anyone planning to 
write should do so immedi¬ 
ately. 

What is the real story? 
Because convicted felons 
from Los Angeles County 
account for approximately 
AO*^t of the California State 
prison population the state 
has insisted that Los Angeles 
County help identify poten¬ 
tial sites for a prison. There 
are no .state prison facilities 
in this county. 

Ray Anderson, assistant 
deputy from Schabarum’s 


office, believes that the Owl 
Landfill is not acceptable 
because it is closely bound by 
schools and residences and 
because the cost of securing 
the landfill, making it solid 
for con.struction, would be 
“extiemely expensive.” 

What effective opposition 
will work? 

“Local opposition. The 
state is sensitive to opposi¬ 
tion and we urge petitions. 
The most effective opposition, 
however, is personal letters 
and lots of them going to 
Denton. If we don’t like Ir- 
windaie, let’s identify other 
sites as a backup.” 

What will Schabarum’s 
office do for the residents 

On July 28, 1982, the 
county-wide Criminal Justice 
Coordination Committee, 
made up of county, state and 
federal law enforcement 
officials, established a prison 
site selection committee. This 
group was charged with iden¬ 
tifying potential prison sites 
which meet specific state 
rules. This action is in response 
to state legislation providing 
that funds for future facili¬ 
ties at Adelanto and at Fol¬ 
som not be allocated until a 
site has been chosen and 
approved in L.A. County.

• Confine frightened pets. 

• Turn on battery-operated or car radio 
to receive disaster instructions. 

• Stay off telephone except to report 
medical or fire emergencies. 

• Do not go sightseeing afterwards. 

• Keep streets clear for emergency vehi¬ 
cles. 

• Be prepared for aftershocks.
